C o n tin u e d f r o m P a c e O ne 
and was accepted for recording by David Davis, deputy 
recorder. 
I hese records continue to grow. The number of 
new deeds rose from 3537 in 1936 to 4761 in 1944. Dur­ 
ing the hours when it is open, the office usually is crowded 
with lawyers, real estate men and others trying to be sure 
that this property or that has a clear title. 
But deeds are only one of many kinds of documents 
which are recorded. Copies are made and filed of all m ort­ 
gages, all assignments, all powers of attorney, all releases 
from agreements, maps of new developments, and dis­ 
charges from the armed service. This latter function, of 
course, is one which is increasing rapidly and will continue 
to grow as more and more of the thousands of Bucks 
C ounty men and women in service send in their papers. 
Under a series of Republican Recorders, this import­ 
ant office has taken its growth and special demands in 
stride. 
I he amount of inconvenience, delay and loss which 
might result from a breakdown of the service cannot be 
imagined. 
I he present incumbent is Fred W. Randall, of Bris­ 
tol, who has kept well abreast of the high standards set 
by his predecessors. 
It has been during Mr. Randall’s service that one of 
the most important improvements in years had been 
largely completed. 
Filing and indexing of material, especially when more 
is being received constantly, so that each piece of it may 
be found immediately and without error is a complex 
science which has made rapid strides within recent years. 
Some time back it began to appear that the older sys­ 
tems of filing were inadequate for the thousands upon 
thousands of records which had been accumulating for 
more than 250 years. 
A new plan was adopted, that known as the Russell 
Index System, developed by a Pittsburgh firm. In 1941, 
under Mr. Randall, this system was applied to records 
received since 1920. 
All of these were reindexed under an ingenious 
cross-file plan which locates each in a matter of seconds. 
At the same time, new documents were hied under this 
system as received. 
The system is now being applied to the records dat­ 
ing between 1684 and 1920. 
I he immense program now 
is about 60 per cent complete. W hen it is finished, Bucks 
County will have one of the most speedy, efficient and 
error-proof sets of records to be found anywhere. 
Under Bucks County custom, .Recorders of Deeds 
do not succeed themselves. 
I hat is the only reason why 
the Republican Party has not indorsed Mr. Randall for 
another term.

C o n t i n a r d f ro m T mh** O u r 
to those qualifications experience and knowledge of the 
work itself. 
Bristol Republicans found a man with all three of 
the needed qualities— honesty plus efficiency plus experi­ 
ence— and they have nominated him for the election on 
November 6.
